town, the village fathers, at a meet¬ 
ing at which all the advantages were 
discussed in regard to this important 
step, decided to call a meeting of the 
electors and discuss the question with 
them and take a vote on the matter. 
With this end in view a meeting of 
electors was called for Monday even¬ 
ing, April 18th. ^In Vulcan as in

cipaltty olflcer initiated the prosecu¬ 
tion.-. The penalties have also been 
greatly increased. 

Early in the Session, the Modera¬ 
tion League presented a grist of pe¬ 
titions signed by sixty-seven thousand 
people. The Government took the po¬ 
sition that these petitions were not 
regularly prepaied according to the 
Direct Legislation Act, and that there 
would be no further plebiscite on the 
liquor question, unless a specific bill 
was prepared by the Moderation Lea¬ 
gue and submitted to the people for 
petition, and the petition signed and 
presented according to the* Law. 

On the whole the situation- is im¬ 
proving. The greatest difficulty to¬ 
wards the enforcement has rested in 
the unlimited supplies of liquors le¬ 
gally stored in liquor warehouses 
throughout the province. There were 
•legally stored, presumably for legal 
export pqrposes, but as a matter of 
fact, much of it became the bootleg¬ 
gers supply throughput the province. 
The result of the October plebiscite 
has made this importation illegal, amf- 
hercafter no liquor can be retained in 
any wai chouse in the province. The 
bootleggers will soon be forced to 
bootleg into the province the whole¬ 
sale supplies, or provide them from 
moonshine stills. The bootleggers’ 


that all the iourses suggested and 
outlined by the society are rffeeting 
with capacity attendance and that 
some of those who would like to take 
the classes have to be disappointed.

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EMBARGO “F ROM A NEW A1 


We read a lot of “tommyrot” in our 
newspapers in connection with Can¬ 
adian cattle embargo. Time and 
time again I have observed large 
dodes of cattle embargo dope as furn¬ 
ished by despatches from England to 
our western newspapers but not a 
single brand of dope produced the de¬ 
sired effects. Not a single news sheet 
hit the cause for embargo, fairly and 
squarely on the head. In an English 
Trade Journal, I read ^ot long ago, 
an article—afterwards copied by the 
Calgary Herald, giving as the most 
important obstacle to the lifting of 
the embargo an insane opposition by 
Irish export monopolists. This same 
article,sin its writer’s hatred and big¬ 
oted antagonism to Ireland and every¬ 
thing Irish, charged tj»e Irish cattle 
exporters with a deliberate conspiracy 
to scatter foot and mouth disease 
cattle pastures and herd yards as a 
practical announcement of their in¬ 
tention to oppose entry of foreign 
cattle into the British Isles. 

Oh! Oh, Lord! What consumate, 
idiotic fanaticism. Such stuff is rot. 
Pure, silly and maniacal rot. 

Last year Ireland exported to Eng¬ 
land alone, about a half million head 
of cattle of all ages and sexes. (Fig¬ 
ures repeatedly published). Now, 
none denies Ireland’s position in the 
matter of monopoly in so far as sup¬ 
plying England, Scotland and Wales 
with all the beef cattle, milch cows 
and stockers they require. That is a 
fact A monopolistic fyt. But look 
here. Export and import have dif¬ 
ferent meanings. Bear that in mind 
and you Will see if you follow the 
statement I am able tp make that 
when Ireland is exposed to world de¬ 
rision as the main opponent to entry 
of foreign cattle to England a rather 
propagandistic “knock out” is extend- 


money jingling in the Irishman’s 
pocket is from England. A few, a 
very few agents representing large 
English and Scotch importers 
distribute the money in small quanti¬ 
ties amongst the Irish cattle raisers, 
receiving beef, stock, etc. in return. 
There is where the first stage of mon¬ 
opoly begins, and as wealthy English 
importers purchase the cattle in Ire¬ 
land, export them from Ireland and 
import; them into England. The 
IrishVnan simply raises the cattle, 
sells them A^whom he can sell them 
and that is all he has to do with it. 
And again from factful information 
gleaned from sources other than 
■propagandistic, I learn that Irish cat. 
tie raisers have no objection whatso¬ 
ever to importation of Canadian cat¬ 
tle to England, Scotland and Wales. 
They would heartily welcome compe. 
tition which would break up present 
monopolistic conditions in market 
procedure, etc. 

Irishmen freely admit that their so- 
called “cattle monopoly” is a poor 
thing for them. The reason that 
they admit, must be obvious, requir¬ 
ing no explanation, nor should there 
be any doubt as to the Irishman’s sin¬ 
cerity in the matter. 

I am told, and I believe it, because 
I understand it, that Ireland would 
welcome Canadian stockers. They 
would welcome a chain of Canadian 
beef and bacon stores throughout the 
centrally located districts of cities 
and towns in Ireland and mote than 
that, they would, if tickled under the 
ribs, help the enterprise along to the 
best of their financial ability, which 
is, God knows, not so astoundingly 
stupendous as some of your friends 
might wish yojj to believe.

The public is anxious naturally to 
know what effect the acquisition by 
the government of the Grand Trunk 
Railway System in Eastern Canada 
and United States will have on the 
operating results pf Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways.

relationship of expenses to earnings 
being re-qstablished.

FIRE KILLS MORE TREES THAN 
PLANTING CAN OVERTAKE. 

BE CAREFUL. 

In all discussions of the forestry 
problem in Canada, too much empha¬ 
sis cannot be given to the fact that 
the main job for this generation the 
protection of our timberlands from 
the ravages of fire. While the re¬ 
foresting of waste areas by tree 
planting is an excellent undertaking, 
the imperative duty is to save the 
hundreds of millions of small trees al¬ 
ready planted by Mother Nature. The 
tree planting done by Nature coste 
the country nothing whatever and 
some day will turn in to the public 
treasury an enormous profit The 
weakness is, however, that devastat¬ 
ing forest fires annually kill many 
millions of seedling trees which have 
begun to re-establish the natural for¬ 
est on lands cut over for lumber or 
pulpwood. Until forest fires are def¬ 
initely stopped, there is very little 
hope of tree planting ever replenish¬ 
ing the timber kupply of this coun¬ 
try. Nearly all forest fires take their 
start from such simple causes as an 
unextinguished camp fire, a lighted 
match or cigarette and the secret of 
forest fire suppression lies in the ex,- 
ercise of common vigilance by the.in- 
^vidua) Canadian as well as a sense 
of patriotism. In the matter of for¬ 
est fire patrol work alone the airplane 
is recognized as a great factor in 
keeping down fires and in this con¬ 
nection the air force at High River 
will do effective work in the suppres-J 
sion of fires in this territory.

Last fall we found as many as 2,000 
grasshopper eggs to the , square foot 
in the sod around many fields near 
High River. There were no -insects 
or other enemies feeding 6ti these 
eggs, and we hoped that climatic con¬ 
ditions this winter would fee such'that 
a large percentage of them would be 
destroyed. We have received eggs 
that were collected this month from 
several districts, and we find on care¬ 
ful examination that between 80 and 
85 per cent, of them contain partly de¬ 
veloped, living grasshoppers. All oi 
these are practically certain to hatch 
in May or June. From the specimens 
we have received we find that through 
out southwest Alberta, as far north 
at least as the main line of the C.P. 
R., there are fields around which as 
many as sixteen to seventeen hundred 
grasshoppers will hatch out on a sin¬ 
gle square foot of sod. 

In addition to this the pest has 
spread and it covers at least double 
the area that it did last year. 

These grasshoppers can be very 
easily and cheaply killed if the breed¬ 
ing places are located as soon as the 
young ’hoppers hatch in May and 
June. Poisoned bait is the remedy, 
and the Provincial Government has an 
ample supply of the materials for 
making this, on hand. 

Delay in applying the remedy 
means that grasshoppers will become 
a very serious menace to everyone in 
Southern Alberta, not only to the 
farmer whose fields are infested, but 
also to those whose fields are at pres¬ 
ent free, and to the businessmen 
whoss prosperity depends indirectly 
upon the success of agriculture. 

All organizations such as municipal 
councils, locals of the UJ'.A. and 
boards of tradg are urged to see that 
their districts are thoroughly alive to 
the grasshopper menace and to the 
remedies, which are inexpensixe, and 
are absolutely reliable, provided the 
first isgrts of hatchings are observed. 
Liler^ture can be obtained from Mr. 
H. L. Seamans, Entomological Labor¬ 
atory, Lethbridge. '___ 

In the meantime the following pre¬ 
cautions should be taken: 

1. Examine sod along fehce rows 
and roadsides for the eggs of the 
Roadside Grasshopper. These eggs 
resemble somewhat small grains of 
wheat. They are laid in masses of 
20 to 25, and can be found just below 
dhe surfaces of the soil among grass 

' joots. 

2. Plough deeply all stubble Land be¬ 

fore seeding this spring. This is most 


* What is declared to be the finest

The success of the venture will be 
eagerly awaited by stockmen of Al¬ 
berta, and it is to be hoped the pas¬ 
sage will not be rough and that the 
price paid in Britain will compensate 
Messrs. Drumheller and McMillan for 
their trouble in shipping to such a 
great distance. 

Mr. Drumheller, Mr. McMillan and 
Mr. Ben Oakes and possibly Mr. Bal-’ 
lachey, will accompany the shipment 
the latter in his professional capacity, 
and they expect it will take six weeks 
to complete the return journey. To¬ 
day Mr. McMillan/was in receipt of 
a cable from Liverpool that beef was 
selling there at 18 pence per lb. If 
this price holds until their shipment 
arrives they will be well repad for 
their trouble.
